^rpottman, the Auvergant who- brings 
up'tbii coals and the Ltmousin who 
forgets 'to sweep the snow offtha door- 
step— it is just that thej should all bo

has it come to be necessary that a 
man ahould leave a twenty-frano box 
of ffwdafcmeats at every house where he 
has dined, or been invited to swallow 
yoUow tea in the course of tho yoiir?

ME.'iSDRlMENTS OF AnCIIMT CiTIES. 

Nineveh was 11 miles long, 8 miles 
wide and -IG miles aiound, with a wall 
100 feet high and thick enough for 
three chariots abreast. Babylon was 
50 miles within the walls, which were 
75 feei thick and 100 feet high, with a 
100 brazen gates. Tho Temple of 
Diana, atEphesus, was 420 feet to tho 
support of tho roof; it was a 100 years 
in huilding. Tho largest of tho Pyra- 
mids was 481 feet in height and 852 
feet on the side. The base covered 11 
acres. The stones aro about OD feet 
in length, and tho layers aro 20S. 
It employed 350,000 men in building. 
The labyrinth of Egypt contains 300 
chambers and 12 halls. Thebes, in 
Egypt, presents ruins '27 mile.s around 
and contaiuB 350,000 citizens and 400- 
000 slaves. Tho Tep:i:le of Delphos 
was 80 rich in donations that it was 
plundered of $50,000,000, and tho 
Emperor Nero carried away from it 
200 statues. The walls of Rome were 
13 miles around.

To theii" sorrow, tho jjeoplo Uuow 
that an unfortunnto mudcllo wna pro- 
duced, ten months ago.by the cniinoit 
diplomatiBt now ot the head of our 
Government.

" I ably 01.616 fa.vorable" than those offer- 
' ed by Mr. Mackenzie, and after asaur- 
andes' of everything having been 
smootbed down at Ottawa, the public 
are now told, in the coolest way pos- 
sible, that there has been no arbitra- 
■ tiou at all, no change, no new terms, 
— merely un iimicable understanding. 
Later atill, aud we have a speech from 
the mythical Throne and an organ in 
the pay and under the ahsohilo con- 
trol of the Government giving the lie 
to all thia — showing clearly that lliu 
relations betv.'een llio two (iovern- 
monts are far from smooth, !uul lead- 
ing thoughtful minds todoubi wholhcr 
there is anything to come from Otta- 
■^ya — whether the whole thing is not, 
• after all, an impudent fraud on tlic 
public. As time passes and fiu.-ts are 
evolfed the mind is more and mnro 
disposed to revert to tlie admission 
and rejoinder narrated in this journal 
the other day, as expre.ssiug the real 
position of matters : — 

Ma. Walkem. — Well, it seems to me 
wo are just where we were at the be- 
ginning. 

- Mn. Mackekzie. — That's exactly my 
opinion. 

On the formier occasion, the quibble 
about "credentials" was raised in or- 
der to screen the Local and blame the 
Dominion Government — a quibble 
■which Mr. Walkom never venturiid to 
as much as name in Lond()n, know- 
ing well how he would be laughed at. 
On the present occasion it - is again 
sought to cast the blame on the Do- 
minion Government for witlihukiin;,' 
certain despatches wJjicli we arc toM 
should have been here long ago. Now- 
it occurs to ua to ask, If noLliing has 
been done, if the old Termn remain 
"intact," if "we are just where we 
were at the beginning," what is there 
to send despatclies about? Of what 
possible value could the despatches 
be -if thej' were here? "\Vo do not suy 
that this is the true e.Nplanation; but 

, things do certainly point that way. 
At any rate, so much mystery and 
doubt overhang the nfFair tliat people 
must be excused if tlioy aio lend to 
conchido that the whole thing' is a 
huge fraud, porputrutcd by onr .Miiiis- 

. ters for the purpose of Jconceaiing the 
truth. It has been stated in this jouru- 
al that Lord Carnarvon, at the request 
of Mr. Walkeni, delayed for nearly 
two months the announcement of jjis 
decision. RofeiTing to this statement, 
our local contemporary says;— 

"Now, this statement bears a false- 

. hood on its very face. Tliose who 
know anything of the method of con- 
ducting the public business at the 
Colonial otiico in Downing sircnt, wdl 
easily understand the absurdity of 
such a stoiy.

In making the statement, in the 
first instanc*?, w'o mentioned liavioL; 
the documents before us. For tiK- 
benefit of our contemporary, and to 
show the public hcnv rcc'dessly it im- 
pugns the veracity of auo])ponent, we. 
again state that, in his final .despatch 
to Lord Dufferin, Lord Carnarvon

THE ASK.\ nOliNDAnV LINK. 

Mr. K08C00 moved that His Excel- 
lency the Governor-^eneral-be invit- 
ed to;call the attention of Her, Ma- 
jes'ty's Govornnueht to the necessity of 
having tho boundary line between 
British Columbia and Alaska as soon 
UH [lossible doiiiied and surveyed. Ho 
poiiitod out that dilferenoes had al- 
ready arisen owing to the fact of tho 
United States having created an arbi- 
traiy boundary in the vicinity of tho 
Stic Leon river. 

Mr. DeCosmos thought that a wiser 
ooursowonld be for -the'-Bominion 
and lmi)erial Government to buy that 
p(n1ioii of Alaska from 111 meriilian 
west to i;51 meridian west, whicli in- 
cUideil an arcliipolago called Alexan- 
der, containing about 1,100 islands 
and coTcriug about 12,00U miles. On 
the mainland there was a territory of 
about 800 or 400 miles in extent, and 
n'casuring in English miles, from the 
cn;ist, about thirty-four miles, Tlic 
Liut<nl States purciiaaetl the whole of 
Alaska for $7,201). UUO, and might bo 
i uliiced to transfer tho portion iic 

I ad alluded to for $11,000,000, Ho 
moved, in araendmemt, that tho ' fol- 
lowing words lie added:- -"And to 
the ilcsirability of acquiring' th.it por- 
tion of tho Territory of Alaska ex- 
tending north- west from J)-! deg. -iU 
niMi. north latitude, ^Mouut St. 
Elias." 

.\Ir. Mackenzie said the subject was 
one of great iiiqjortance, and bad en- 
ga;;cd the attention of tho Govern- 
niout for some time. Communications 
had already passed through the pro- 
per official channel of tho United 
States tioveriiment on tho subject. 
The matter, however, would not bo 
]).o!noled by the passing of the mo- 
tion. As to the amendment, that was 
imidnjissible. Tho treaty of 1825 
provided that the line should be along 
the ridge of bills along 'the coast, but 
at no ]j'aco to exceed the distance of 
ton leagues from tho coast. The dif- 
liculty was in taking Lliese ten leagues 
from the mouth of tho river Stic:keeii, 
instead of following a ridge of hills to 
the point where it struck tho river.

The Budget Speech.- 

tFrom the Toroulo Olobo.) 
In a brief, animated, and lucid state- 
ment, not extending much over an lionr 
iu its delivery, Mr. Cartwriglit made his 
budget Bjieech yfestorday iiftenioju to tha 
Houao of Commons, lie divided his 
topic under three geueral heads — the ef- 
fect of the recent fiscal changes as evi- 
dences of the state of Iho revenue; tho 
negotiation of tlio lato lom;ind tha geu'}- 
rnl lliiaiicial obligations of the coiinlry.
